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RURAL MARKETS 
FOUND IMPROVED 


Decline in Farm Values 
Generally Checked, 
Says Col. Ayres 


By HAROLD G. McCOY 
LEVELAND, April 27.— 
¢ Improvement in the 
rural markets of the automo- 
bile industry appears to be 
presaged by certain improve- 
ments in farming conditions 
reported by Col. Leonard P. 
Ayres, vice-president of the 
Cleveland Trust Company 
and nationally known econo 
mist. 

The decline in farm values in 
progress since the post-war slump 
appears to be checked in most of 
the country, with the exception of 
the East, West North-Central and 
Mountain states, Col. Ayres finds. 

“Seven years ago the average 

value of farm land in the United 
States was $108 an acre and it has 
decliz 1ed each year | since, until it is 


| now only $76, a decrease of 30 per 
| cent,” states Col. Ayres. 

“There has been some decline in 
every section of the country, but 
the most serious ones have been in 
;the Central and Western states, 
| where the farm lands are the most 
valuable, and least in the South and 
New England, where the values are 
lower. 

*“The most serious declines have 
been in the Pacific states, where 
the value was $189 an acre in 1920 
and only $138, or $51 less, in 1926. 
The reductions in the North Cen- | 
tral states have been somewhat | 
less in dollars per acre, but more | 
in proportion, for there were drops | 
of 34 per cent. in the western sec- | 
tion and 31 per cent. in the eastern 
one. 

“The decline 


and West North-Central states and 
in the Mountain region, but it | 
seems to have been checked or re- 
versed in all other parts of the 
country. The average value of farm | 
lands seems to be about the same} 
as in 1917, when we entered the war, 
and about 25 per cent. higher than | 
in 1913 and 1914, just before the 
outbreak of the war. 

“The chief reason for the declines 
in the values of farm land are to 
be found in the reductions in the 
prices of agricultural products and 
in the continued high wage rates for

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Religion in Industry 

|* THE final analysis the heart and essence of the Chris- 

tian religion is the rule of human conduct laid down by 
Jesus Christ in his injunction: “And as ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye also to them likewise.” The 
founder of Christianity did not promulgate this rule for part 
observance, for social holding and business breaking, for 
Sunday oservance and Monday forgetting. This golden 
rule is no dim and misty theological dogma, but a living, 
practical axiom of good business, the veritable foundation 
upon which all worthwhile commercial development must 
be built. 

In a recent bulletin to his organization William M. 
Webster, commissioner of the Automotive Equipment Associ- 
etion, admirably brings out this point on the most practical 
basis of everyday business dealing. We quote Mr. Webster: 
“Religion in business means the building of business char- 
acter, and sound business character is a great asset when it 
comes to doing business with a bank. And business char- 
acter is the thing that gains the confidence of people. A man 
can make mistakes in business, but if his character has not 
been sacrificed he can make those mistakes stepping stones. 
A man who twists or sacrifices character to get business may 
deceive for a time; at best it is but a transient gain and in 
the long run he will be labeled for what he actually is. And 
he knows deep down in his heart that he doesn’t legitimately 
fit into the scheme of things.” 

Mr. Webster refers to the fair trade practices that are 
sponsored by his association, and concludes: “Honestly 
applied they form essential ingredients in the formula of 
business character, and the success of the automotive equip- 
ment business as well as any other business depends upon the 











strength of character behind it.” 

Never was truer word spoken. Sharp practice may earn! 
temporary profits, but fair dealing, the golden rule of busi-| 
ness, will build permanent success.

Grade Crossings | 

HERE are in the United States at the present time; 

232,755 road crossings of railway tracks at grade. Of} 
this total, 27,161 have some form of protection for highway | 
users who are compelled to use this method of getting across 
the tracks. This leaves 205,594 grade crossings absolutely | 
unprotected. | 

Exactly what this means in sacrifice of human life may | 
be judged from the fact that in 1925 one driver of each 9,000 | 
operating motor vehicles in this country lost his life in a' 
grade crossing accident. 

Economically it is impossible to eliminate all grade| 
crossings. Such a consummation can come only in the remote | 
future. But surely it is possible to provide protection of ; 
some sort at every grade crossing. This protection need not} 
take the form of gates to prevent access to the tracks at! 
dangerous moments. Traffic across many crossings is too} 
light to justify the expenditure for gates. Warning signals! 
are the best we can hope for in many cases. By properly | 
placing warning of grade crossings to be negotiated and| 
by continuous education of the motoring public, we 
reduce the present grade crossing toll. 

As an earnest of what can be done by proper protection | 
of grade crossings, we may well look at conditions in Eng- 
Jand and France. In these countries practically every grade 
crossing is protected 
when we sacrificed the life of one driver in 9,000, the ratio! 
in England was one in 65,000, and in France one in 45,000. |

Boosting the Average 
Makes for Profits 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 
VERY dealer in accessories and automotive equipment should know what 
is his average sale. It is not difficult. If you make ten sales, the total 
of which is $65, the average sale is $6.50. With a customer dial on the 
cash register it is a simple matter to divide the day’s total sales, both 
eash and credit, by the number of customers sold. 


It is the boosting the amount of the average sale that makes the 
profits, and increasing the amount of each sale does not increase the cost of 
selling or the overhead. This is what is termed turn over. And turn overs 
mean larger profits. 


Boosting the average sale means but a little more stock to be carried, 
but the turn over and profits more than compensate for the outlay. Sell 
more to every buyer and the business prospers and profits increase. This is 
the key to success in handling accessories and equipment. 

One of the best methods for increasing sales is the intensive merchan- 
dising of what is termed related goods. A simple example of a related sale 
is a tube or a tire. Now the cost of a vuleanizer, quick acting patches, 
ete., is very small and it will be a simple matter to interest the buyer at 
the time, for his mind is on tubes. The mere suggestion that a vulcanizer 
costs but little and by using one will reduce his tire upkeep expenses will 
make the sale. 

There are a number of items that come under the head of related goods. 
The average car owner rarely ever buys more than one replacement bulb, 
for as a matter of fact he never thinks of the bulbs until one burns out and 
his attention is called to it by the traffic officer, or he misses the headlight 
when in the country. 

So when the car owner stops at the nearest place for a new bulb the 
average dealer sells one bulb and the owner buys one bulb. And when
